The wedding and reception are 
the responsibility of the brides 
family and therefore should he 
what her family can afford. But 
there are exceptions in all causes, 
which of course depend upon in­ 
dividual people and their eircum- 
stances. 
Such 
an 
exception 
is 
found in the letter of a mother-in- 
law-to-be w ho asks: 
"My son is getting m arried in 
the near future, and he has just 
asked mc w hether the wedding 
and reception could take place 
here at our house. There isn t any­ 
thing in the world that I wouldn t 
do for my son and his bride to 
make them happy, but isn t this 
request of theirs a bit unusual? I 
don't want any one to get the idea 
that our family wants 
to 
run 
things or that we are not satisfied 
with what the brides family can 
do, which I realize is very little 
because they have such a tiny 
house and there are no suitable 
places here in our town to rent 
for such purposes.” 
Such a plan Is against conven­ 
tion, because the groom's parents 
are seemingly assuming a respon­ 
sibility which is not theirs. The 
conventional thing to do would 
lie to give a reception for them 
after they have returning from 
their w’edding trip. Even so. the 
answer to your question depends 
upon a number of things, such as 
the feeling of the bride’s family 
I —whether 
your 
two 
families, 
especially you and her mother, are 
old friends 
and also upon the 
1 point of view’ of the people in 
town. If the people are very in­ 
formal 
if they know* that the 
brides house is small, and that 
there is no club or hotel or assem­ 
bly room which could be rented 
for this occasion—there is really 
no reason (given the willingness 
of the bride and her m other! why 
the wedding reception may not be 
given in your house. 
Invitations should be sent in 
the name of her parents, with the 
line added . . . "At the residence 


j of Mr. and Mrs. Brown.” By this, 
everyone would understand that 
her parents are the hosts. They 
would of course have the supplies 
sent to your house. 
On tho other hand, if Miss Over- 
the Tracks were going to marry 
I Mr. On-the-hill. and she would 
like a big wedding and reception 
at his house, because it would be 
more 
fashionable, 
her 
motive 
would be in bad taste. But if your 
daughter-in-law s family happen to 
live in the smallest house in town 
(but except for the size of houses, 
there is no reason why your house 
should be preferred! there is no 
objection th at any one could pos­ 
sibly make to this arrangement, 
even though It is exceptional.

TREATMENT FOR WEAK MUSCLES 


When a youngster has recovered from infantile 
paralysis he may have a group or groups of muscles 
that arc weak and must be strengthened by exer­ 
cise. This work of strengthening these weak muscles 
by exercise is usually done under the direction of an 
orthopedic physician. 
Although the results obtained by exercises in a 
gymnasium have been of great help, Dr. K. G. Han­ 
son, Cornell University, in the Journal of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association, states that exercise taken 
under water has advantages over those given in the 
“dry" gymnasium. 
Thus the tcmjioralure of the pool is 85 to 92 
degrees Fahrenheit and therefore the application of 
heat is taken care of in this simple way. “Moist heat 
is better than dry heat and the even distribution of 
boat through contact with water is ideal. The heat 
will relax the muscles that opjxise the weakened 
muscles and thus there will not lie stretching of the 
weakened or paralysed fibres of the weak muscles.” 
The water buoys up the youngster and keeps the 
weight of an arm or leg from overstretching the 
weakened muscle. The motion of the arm or leg 
through the water probably produces the best form 
of massage; the usual method of massage (kneading 
the muscle) may do harm by too much pressure on 
the slow or inactive tiny bloodvessels of tho part. 
Another advantage {minted out by Dr. Hanson is 
that when the time comes for walking, this can be 
started more easily in the |>ool even when crutches 
and braces are necessary. The water of the pool 
gives the patient the feeling that he is being sup­ 
ported and he does not have the fear of falling and 
hurting himself. The fact that he feels that he is not 
likely to fall greatly raises his self confidence. This 
self confidence is a great step forward to recovery. 
“The pleasures of crippled children arc few and 
they look forward to the pool treatment wdth a 
great deal of interest and joy. 
Unless the physi­ 
cal director or teacher is unsually gifted, the treat­ 
ment in the dry gymnasium is monotonous and un­ 
interesting. 
Should your youngster he in need of strength­ 
ening exercises following infantile paralysis, the 
above information may prove helpful in the treat­ 
ment.

Chicago, Sept. 30 (A t.- There was no holiday in traffic fatal­ 
ities on the highways in August 
the nation's heaviest vacation 
month. 
The surge of vacation travel last month was cited today by 
the National Safety Council as the m ajor factor in w hat it 
termed a •■startling" increase in the number 
of 
automobile 
deaths. 
The council reported the country’s traffic toll mounted to 
3.220 deaths in August, the greatest rise in any month since 
March, 1937, and an 18 per cent increase over the 2,730 killed 
in August last year. 
The August total was a reversal of the three per cent decline 
recorded in July, and 17 per cent above the July toll. 
The 
normal July-August increase is three per cent. 
The council listed two reasons why it attributed the August 
increase to vacationing motorists—reports indicating unusually 
heavy traffic and an indicated 25 per cent increase in deaths on 
rural highways as against an increase of only four per cent in 
the nation's cities. 
The heavy August automobile death list boosted the total for 
the first eight months of the year to 20,640—a gain of seven per 
c e r t-am* the. 19,280 toll for the corresponding period last year.
